98- 782 BUSI NESS/ LI QUOR LI CENSE APPEAL - PETER BAKER

Thi s appeal was consi dered on MONDAY, AUGUST 10, 1998, prior to the Caucus neeting by the Board of County Conm ssioners, with al
menbers of the Board present with Chairman Bond presiding, to consider the appeal of PETER BAKER fromthe denial of his
busi ness/liquor license to operate a bar |located at 5400 Sun Valley Boul evard by the County Busi ness License Division

On notion by Comm ssioner Galloway, seconded by Commi ssioner Canp, which notion duly carried, the Board convened in closed
personnel session to hear testinmony as to why the appeal should be granted. The appellant was present to offer testinony during
the cl osed personnel session. Karen Carnel, Supervisor, Business License and Zoni ng Enforcement, was present to offer testinony.
The Board then reconvened in open session wherein the follow ng action was taken

On notion by Conmm ssioner Muliot, seconded by Conmi ssioner Shaw, which notion carried unani nously, Chairman Bond ordered that the
appeal be granted and the denial of a business |icense to PETER BAKER be overturned and the business/|iquor |icense granted.

In accordance with the Open Meeting Law, on notion by Conm ssioner Canp, seconded by Comm ssioner Shaw, which notion duly carried,
Chai rman Bond ordered that the agenda for the August 11, 1998 neeting be approved.

PUBLI C COMVENTS

Davi d Farsi de, area resident, addressed the Board regarding his concerns with the Sheriff's policy requiring inmtes to cut their
hair. He stated that he fully supports the goals of the Sheriff's work program regardi ng convicted i nmates; and that his concerns
are with respect to the treatnment of inmates prior to trial and sentencing. He reviewed specific rules and policies of the
Sheriff's O fice and di scussed differences between participating and non-participating inmates in the work program M. Farside
noted that if a person chooses not to cut his/her hair, there is an automatic 30-day waiting tinme before sentencing; that if that
person is convicted after the 30-day waiting period, they do not receive credit for tine spent, which he feels amunts to

di scrim nation against the inmate, and which requires a longer jail tine costing the taxpayers nore noney; and that the 14th
anmendnent of the Constitution prevents any puni shnent unless a person is found guilty. He requested that this item be placed on a
County Conmi ssion agenda for discussion to hopefully develop a policy that is nore flexible and would maintain a person's dignity



and save the taxpayers noney.
Chai rman Bond stated that the Board encourages public input and will take M. Farside's comments and request under advi senment.

Commi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he personally would not want to put this itemon the agenda, noting that nost of the people M.
Farside is tal king about do not even qualify for the work program and he does not see wasting the Board's or the Sheriff's tine
with such an item

Richard Hintz, retired Washoe County Sheriff's Deputy, stated that he considers the hair issue a noot issue, advising that he was
a victimof scabies and |lice fromworking in the Washoe County jail; that the hair policy has been established for severa
reasons; that there were occasi ons when razor blades were found in the dreadl ocks of inmates; and that deputies have rights too,
such as being safe and bei ng exposed to good hygi ene.

Loring Young, area resident, stated he has been a victimof this sane issue, explaining that he had a seizure in a downtown casi no
and was taken to the County jail for assaulting a police officer, which he did not do; that he should have been taken to the
hospital instead of to jail; that he did not have a hearing of any sort for 30 days as he refused to cut his hair; and that he
believes that a person has the right to choose to keep his hair long until proven guilty of a crine.

t he Regi onal Governing Board; and that in |looking at the broad overall nature of the Regional Plan policy it is easy to understand
why t he annexation plan could be found in confornmance.

Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman advi sed that the District Attorney's Ofice has notified the Regional Planning Conm ssion that they
woul d not be representing that Board on this issue, and they have brought in their conflict counsel.

Cheryl Ryan, Department of Community Devel opnment, reviewed the staff report dated July 27, 1998 and advi sed that the applicant has
been operating a furniture refinishing shop at his residence in Sun Valley since 1985; and that this is the first appeal received
under the recent change to the Business License Odinance in May, 1998 which included a size limtation of 33 percent of the main
dwel I'i ng, and an appeal procedure.



She described the busi ness operation and advi sed that the shop has been inspected by the appropriate County agenci es and approved,
noting that nost of the inprovements that were required were made within the | ast year; and that the applicant neets al

provi sions of the Ordinance with the exception of size and occupancy rating as noted above. She further stated that staff is
recommendi ng conditi onal approval as the shop and use were approved and a building pernit and home business license for furniture
refinishing was issued in 1985; that the applicant has operated at the site for 13 years with relatively few conplaints; and that
all necessary site inspections have been conducted and the County revi ewi ng agenci es have determ ned that the operation neets al
rel evant code requirenents. Ms. Ryan then advised that the Ordinance requires that all storage of materials or equi pment used or
associated with the hone occupation business be stored in a manner that is not visible fromoutside the dwelling, and one of the
recommended conditions of approval is to install a fence on the south (rear yard) of the property, noting that fencing is already
in place on the east and west sides of the property.

Chai rman Bond stated that she is aware of this entire issue and knows that M. Snith has been very cooperative in trying to
nmtigate any problens and code requirenents; and that M. Snmith has been permtted to do business at this location for severa
years and she woul d have no probl em uphol di ng his appeal

Chai rman Bond opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak

Charles Snmith, applicant, was present to respond to questions. Francis Short, neighbor, advised that she has |ived across the
street fromM. Smith for 18 years and his business has never been any problemto her

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Bond cl osed the public hearing.
Based on the follow ng findings:
1. That the property used to support the home business contains a main dwelling.

2. That the appearance of the nain dwelling and shop structure has not been altered in a manner inconsistent with residentia
zoni ng, nor does the activity conducted inside the building cause the site to differ fromits residential character. Al materials

are stored inside the shop building or will be screened by fencing as conditioned. Noise, dust, fumes and vibrations have been
nmtigated by inprovenents to the building required by the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District and the District Health
Depart ment.

3. That while the hone occupation conducted in the shop has an occupancy rating of F1 as defined by the uniformbuilding code, it
is an occupancy that is conpatible with the R3 rating for residential hones;

4. That the activities conducted in the shop and equi pnent used or stored does not adversely change the fire rating of the

prem ses. The Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District has required certain inprovenents to the shop structure that enhance fire
suppression and bring the use into conpliance with a residential rating; and

5. That the Board gave reasoned consideration to the information contained within the staff report and information received during
t he neeting.

7:00 p.m This was the tinme set in a notice of public hearing dated July 29, 1998 nmailed to affected property owners by the
Department of Community Devel opment to consider the appeal fromthe Planning Conmi ssion's conditional approval to develop, in
phases, a +95, 900 square-foot private nmiddle and high school to serve up to 600 sixth through twelfth grade students. The schoo
woul d be |l ocated on Crossbow Court adjacent to the Ted Hunsberger El enentary School (public) on a +44.44-acre-site within the
ArrowCreek (fornerly Southwest Pointe) developnent. In addition to the school buildings, the project will include the associated
parking, athletic fields, track, tennis courts, sw mring pool, and on-site detention ponds. Special Use Pernit Case No.
SPWL2-48-96 was previously approved on a portion of this sanme site and all owed the phased devel opnent of a +35, 000-square-f oot
m ddl e school for up to 450 sixth, seventh, and eighth grade students. The first phase of that prior approval is nearing
conpletion and this Special Use Permt is, in effect, an expansion of the earlier approval. The site is designated Low Density
Suburban (LDS) in the Southwest Truckee Meadows Area Plan and is within a portion of Section 24, T18N, R19E, MDM Washoe County,
Nevada.

Don Young, Departnent of Community Devel opnent, conducted an overhead presentation of this item providing background information
regardi ng the project and responding to issues raised in the appeal letter dated July 16, 1998. He advised that staff has revi ewed
the proposed project and found it to be in substantial conformance with the Devel opnent Agreenent adopted in July, 1996, based on
the determination that the use is simlar and the inpacts have actually decreased. He discussed issues relative to use and

i mpacts, as well as the factors used in naking the determination that the project was in substantial conformance, and advi sed that
t he adopt ed Devel oprnent Agreenent depicted the concept of the school and was not intended as an accurate representation of the
actual size needed for the proposed facility; that the project has been reviewed by the Design Review Cormittee (DRC) and the
applicant has agreed to bring all future phases back to the DRC for final review prior to the issuance of building pernmts; that
all review ng agency comments have been incorporated into the conditions; and that the Devel opnment Agreenent is a binding contract
between the County and the devel oper. M. Young advi sed that the adopted devel opnent standards handbook notes that anmendnents,
nodi fications, and updates to the Devel opnment Agreenent will periodically be needed; that nodifications which are in substantia
conpliance with the overall character and design of the project my be requested and approved by the Director of Comunity

Devel opnent; that relative to the amount of open space, flexibility up to 20%is allowed before a change woul d be considered to
not be in substantial conpliance; and that the request by Sage Ri dge School ampunts to a change of less than 1% in the open space.
He further advised that rmuch of the appeal docunment statenents refer to the Prelimninary Devel opment Agreenent and the Fina

Devel opnent Agreenent, which specifies the actual uses of the subject property; that staff's contention is that the conceptua
"bubbl e" shown on the adopted site plan was never neant to be an accurate depiction of the size of the proposed facility and the
proposed project does not entail any mmjor changes; and that Excellence in Education, in an attenpt to mtigate the concerns
expressed by the homeowners, has designed the school so that none of the buildings are located within the area the homeowners
currently perceive as open space and the ballfields are located in the open space area, which is allowed by the open space
definition in the adopted Washoe County Conprehensive Plan and the Land Use and Transportation Elenent. M. Young then responded
to questions of the Board relative to the Prelimnary Devel opnment Agreenent and meps, the Final Devel opnent Agreenent and maps,
traffic inpacts, etc.

Commi ssi oner Canp di scl osed that her conpany does business with CFA but she has nothing to do with this project and feels that her
ability to nmake a decision relative to this issue would not be inpeded. She then comented that the Prelininary Devel opnment
Agreenment map, in being a part of the Devel opnment Agreenent, could conceivably have been | ooked at by a prospective honmebuyer
relative to where the open space would be | ocated. Comnmi ssioner Shaw stated that he understands the difference between the
Preli m nary Devel opnent Agreement and the Final Devel opnent Agreenent but feels that people believed there would only be a middle
school approved at the site and open space woul d be provided as noted on the naps.

Chai rman Bond di scl osed that she visited the m ddle school site prior to her know edge that there was going to be an issue about
the request to include the high school in the project.

Commi ssi oner Canp noted that she also visited the site before the appeal was filed stating that this appears to be an excell ent
school and she thinks it is a good idea. She then asked when a Devel opment Agreenent becones a bindi ng agreenent. Legal Counse
Shi pman advi sed that the Agreenent was binding when it was approved by the Board and the Ordi nance was adopted, which was
approximately two years ago; that this Devel opnment Agreenment provides for devel opment over a period of twenty years with new
devel opnent proposals to be presented periodically as all subdivisions, conmercial centers, etc. get devel oped; and that the



Devel opnent Agreenent provides for a certain anount of flexibility. Comr ssioner Shaw expressed concern that there are severa
schools in close proxinmty, being Galena H gh School, Hunsberger Elenmentary School, and the proposed new Manogue Hi gh School
which he feels will generate a ot of traffic in the area

Upon inquiry of Commi ssioner Bond, M. Young advised that the footprint for the proposed private m ddl e/ high school is
approximately the sane size as for a public middle school with 1,000 students, which is the current average-sized m ddle school in
t he Washoe County School District.

Chai rman Bond then opened the public hearing and advised that she would all ow approxi mately 25 m nutes of presentation by the
appel lants foll owed by the same amount of tinme for the applicants.

Deni se Vessie, Wl come Way resident, utilized display maps of the subject area showi ng the planned open space and the area

all ocated for a mddle school, noting that the maps are part of the Final Devel opment Agreenent. She advised that the honeowners
do not object to the original project to construct a middle school within the 25-acre parcel allocated for that purpose, but do
obj ect to expanding the devel opment outside the area allocated for a middle school and expandi ng the school to include a high
school ; that they believe the proposed project is not in substantial conpliance with the Devel opnent Agreenent based on two ngj or

i ssues, being (1) that the Agreenent and related maps require a 10-acre parcel for an elenentary school, a 25-acre parcel for a

m ddl e school, and an adjacent natural open space buffer, which this expanded project encroaches upon, and which proposed | and use
is inconsistent with the final devel opnent plan relied on by the existing neighborhood, and (2) that the expansion of the project

i ncludes a high school which they contend will create negative inpacts on the nei ghborhood. She further stated that all provisions
of the Final Devel opnent Agreenent are incorporated by reference in their CC&' s which are signed by representatives of Southwest
Pointe, the Redfield Trust, and Washoe County.

Paul MIler, Wl come Way resident, discussed issues related to the encroachnment upon the natural open space identified in the
Devel opnent Agreenent. He presented additional information containing several exhibits and utilized overhead displays, display
maps, and a flip-chart (assisted by Craig Pinneo) to revi ew docunentation as set forth in the Prelimnary Devel opnment Agreenent
and maps and the Final Devel opnent Agreement to support their contention that no changes were nmade to the natural open space; and
that the intent was clear that the uses, densities and standards including the open space buffer next to the residentia

properties are what the devel opment should be held to. He further stated that the Zoning Admi nistrator's analysis of conformance
with the Devel opment Agreenent is in error and was m sl eading; and that they contend that the applicant is not entitled to devel op
sports fields in the open space.

Craig Pinneo, Welcome Way resident, stated that they disagree with staff's contention that the proposed use is simlar to the
approved use and that the inpacts would not be increased; and that it is not true that a public niddle school would enconpass the
same area as the proposed mi ddl e/ hi gh school project. He presented two photographs of Washoe County m ddl e school s designed for
approximately 1,000 students, one being devel oped on 15 acres and the other on 18 acres, and used nock-ups on a scal e draw ng of
the public mddle school and the proposed ballfields, tennis courts, etc. to denpnstrate that a m ddle school for 1,000 students
woul d not have the sane footprint as the proposed project, and would increase the inpact to the adjacent honeowners that was not

i ntended in the Final Devel opnment Agreenent. He discussed traffic issues and advised that the traffic analysis was based on only
three |l ocations nationwi de; that the information they obtained fromthe Institute of Transportati on Engi neers in Washington, D.C.
contains explicit caution relative to the traffic analysis being based on a small sanple site; and that they believe the traffic
anal ysis is suspect and nust be accepted with extrene caution.

M. Pinneo further stated that the affected nei ghborhood believes the request should be denied based on the follow ng findings:

(1) that the inpacts are significantly increased, not decreased, (2) that the proposed sports fields and the supporting structures
cannot be constructed within the designated natural open space buffer as recorded by the Final Devel opment Agreenent, and (3) that
the approved and recorded use is for the natural open space. He then stated that they support the applicant finishing the mddle
school ; that the honmeowners made purchase and construction decisions based on the clear information contained in agreenments; and
that the honmeowners were only anticipating a nmddle school within a designated area and were prom sed a natural open space buffer
behi nd exi sting hones.



Chai rman Bond requested that the applicants nmake their presentation at this tine.

Brita Tryggvi, CFA, representing applicant, Excellence in Education (Sierra Sage School), provided several display maps depicting
the devel opnent area and the project. She advised that nmany people were present in support of the project and asked themto stand,
with approxi mately 35 people responding. She then introduced Basil Hanblin, School Administrator; Dan Weatherall, Project
Architect, Ratcliff Architects, Eneryville, California; Pat Fritchel, Project Engineer, CFA; Dale Doehr, Landscape Architect, CFA,
Paul Sol aegui, Traffic Engineer; Bob Sader, Attorney at Law, and Jacki e Jones, Sage Ri dge School Board of Trustees.

Basi| Hamblin, School Adm nistrator, advised that Sage Ri dge School is an academic, college preparatory independent, non-profit,
coeducational, non-sectarian day school governed by a Board of Trustees; that students are adnmitted to the school based on test
scores, grades, citizenship, and teacher and principal recommendations; that the school will be a closed canpus with cl asses

begi nni ng before and after the hours for the adjacent school; that a strong responsibility to community and environnent are a
maj or part of the student code and nmandatory good manners will prevail; and that the students will have a dress code. He further
stated that the school standards will qualify it to be a menber of the Northwest Association of Schools and Col | eges and the
Nat i onal Associ ati on of |ndependent Schools, noting that it will be the first Reno school with this accreditation; and that during
the past two years many parents voiced their strong desire not only for a mddle school but also for a high school

Jacki e Jones, Sage Ri dge School Board of Trustees nenber, advised that she has worked for the Washoe County School District for 30
years, 19 years of which were spent at Sparks Hi gh School; that an el ementary school is located directly to the south of the

Spar ks Hi gh School campus and there was never a problem between the two groups; and that for 6 years she was Vice-Principal and
Princi pal of Whoster High School, which has the Calvary Baptist Elenmentary School |ocated to the west and Roger Corbett Elenentary
School located to the north, and during that time there was never a problem and that from her experience she sees no problemwth
hi gh school students being in close proximty to el ementary school students.

Robert Sader, representing Sage Ri dge School, advised that he represented Southwest Pointe and the Redfield Trust in the
negoti ati on of the Devel opment Agreenent; and that he wote the initial agreement and worked with County |egal staff and Conmunity
Devel opnent staff to develop the final agreenent between the devel opers and the County. He reviewed the chronol ogy of the process
advising that the prelimnary agreement was approved in 1993 and the final agreenment was approved on July 23, 1996; and that the
agreenent is a general framework that specifies the rights and obligations of the parties and says that there are many approvals
that have to take place, requiring special use permts for non-residential uses and tentative and final naps for residential uses.
Utilizing a display map, M. Sader stated that the green areas represent conceptual open space; that the map is specifically
identified as a concept map and represents a |loose unbrella into which the specifics are placed at a later tine, such as now, that
as the specifics of a devel opnent plan are approved, the exact |ocation of the open space is then identified and dedi cated; that

t he Devel opnent Agreenent provides for a buffer of open space around the project of 1510 acres, but does not say exactly where
that open space is going to be; and that a project this large could not identify a specific piece of land as having to be open
space, which is why | anguage regardi ng substantial confornmance is contained within the agreenent.

Ms. Tryggvi advised that the devel opers have made every effort to resolve the issues with the adjacent homeowners. She revi ewed
the chronol ogy of events and neetings that were held during the process, advising that the Southwest Truckee Meadows Citizen
Advi sory Board at their neeting on May 21, 1998 identified 13 issues they wanted addressed; that a subcommittee of the CAB was
created to work with the applicants and the adjacent honeowners to work on these issues and various mtigation nmeasures were
devel oped; and that the CAB concerns and the concerns of the adjacent honeowners were not ignored and have been addressed in the
condi tions of approval.

She pointed out the |ocation of the project and the open space on a display map and advi sed that the closest residence is 515 feet
fromthe property line; that a bermw |l be constructed to visibly hide the sports fields; and that nunmerous restrictions have
been agreed to.

Chai rman Bond provi ded approxinmately 5 m nutes each of rebuttal by Paul MIler, representing the appellants, and Robert Sader
representing the applicants.

John Eulig advised that he is an inpacted homeowner and spoke in opposition to expansion of the m ddl e school



Mar k Gammon, Washoe Val l ey resident, spoke in support of the mddle/high school project and advised that nmany of the parents are
al ready considering the possibility of car pooling, which would reduce the inpact to the community.

Randy Jackson, immedi ate past President, Thomas Creek Estates Honmeowners Associ ation, advised that they have historically
expressed opposition to this application and remain opposed to the expanded project.

Ri chard Newens, Chair, Southwest Truckee Meadows CAB, in an attenpt to clarify issues relative to the CAB position, advised that,
while there may have been 61 nitigation neasures, 13 general issues were identified and dealt with by the CAB subconmittee, the
applicant, and the Homeowners Association; and that the CAB recomended deni al of the project based on the unsettled open space

i ssue, noting that should the Planning Commission wi sh to approve the project, their request would be that the nitigation's be

i ncluded as conditions of approval of the special use permt.

Chai rman Bond cl osed the public hearing.

Commi ssi oner Shaw requested that Paul Sol aegui comment on issues relative to traffic inpact. M. Solaegui stated that trip
generation cal cul ati ons showed that the project as proposed would generate less traffic than the public m ddle school, primarily
because the ni ddl e school would serve 1,000 students and the proposed private mn ddl e/ high school would serve 600; that they
concede the point that a high school generates nore traffic than a nmiddle school, but because there are 400 | ess students, the
overall inpacts are |less; and that the published national data shows there is not enough conclusive information based on the
operation of private schools to refute his initial findings. M. Solaegui responded to further questions and advised that the
school is in the process of organizing a carpooling plan and | ooking at the feasibility of limted bus service; and that the
traffic issues are being further studied with a desire to keep the inpacts |ow.

M. MIller, M. Young, and Ms. Tryggvi responded to several questions of the Board.

Chai rman Bond asked if anything was presented to the Board toni ght that was significantly different than what was presented to the
Pl anni ng Commi ssion. M. Young stated that the information and argunents were the sane, but there was unquestionably a little nore
detail .

Conmi ssi oner Canp comented that this is a very difficult decision to nmake and no one has taken this issue lightly in any way, and
every possible piece of information has been wei ghed very carefully.

Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that he feels the proposed project is a splendid programthat is very nuch needed i n Washoe County but
expressed uncertainty as to whether this is the right location for the project.

Chai rman Bond stated that because of the conditions placed on the project and the mitigation's that have been endorsed and will
continue to be addressed through the review process, she can support the Planning Conmm ssion's decision. She commented that she is
synpathetic with the issue relative to open space but feels that the mtigation' s the developer is doing with the ballfields,

etc., could be a real asset to the children in the comunity.

Conmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he feels the traffic study was very conservative and believes there will be a great deal |ess
traffic on a closed canpus; that a 1% change in the 1500 acres of open space is mnuscule; and that he thinks this is a very good
proj ect.

Commi ssioner Galloway stated that, relative to the conpliance issue, he believes the intent was to provide a buffer and the

proposed project still provides for that; that it will cost the school a great deal of noney to create things properly, and as
I ong as the buildings are not constructed outside the original bubble and they do the nitigation's that are required, he believes
the inmpact will not be substantially different than what was originally anticipated; and that because he cannot find substantia

non- conpl i ance, he thinks the project should go forward.

Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that he is not confortable with the project as presented, noting that he sees a problemw th traffic, and
does not like that fact that three schools will be |located so close together, being Hunsberger Elenentary School and the proposed
nm ddl e/ hi gh school



Commi ssi oner Shaw then noved that the appeal be upheld and the Special Use pernit be deni ed. Conmi ssioner Canp seconded the
notion. Upon call for the question, Chairman Bond and Conmi ssioners Gall oway and Mouliot voted "no," and the notion failed for
lack of a mpjority vote.

Based on the findings,

1. That the proposed project is consistent with the action prograns, policies, standards and maps of the Conprehensive
Pl an and the Sout hwest Truckee Meadows Area Plan by nmeeting the goal of providing additional schools as growth occurs in
resi dential devel opnent;

2. That the proposed school is in substantial conformance with Devel opnent Agreenent Case No. DA9-1-93 for ArrowCreek
because the site is within the area designated for a school and the inpacts are |ess than those originally anticipated;

3. That adequate utilities, roadway inprovenents, sanitation, water supply, drainage, and other necessary facilities
exist or will be provided for as conditioned, and that the proposed i nprovenents are properly related to existing and
proposed roadways;

4. That the noderately sloping site is physically suitable for the type and intensity of the proposed devel opnent, and
that any site concerns referenced within the report are adequately addressed by the conditions of approval and by the
requi renents of Washoe County and the State of Nevada;

5. That issuance of the permt will not be significantly detrinmental to the public health, safety or welfare, injurious
to the property or inprovenments of adjacent properties, or detrinental to the character of the surroundi ng area. The

i npacts associated with this school and the previously-approved Hunsberger El enentary School were previously

i ncorporated into the planning for the ArrowCreek conmunity; and

6. That the Comm ssioners gave reasoned consideration to the information contained within the staff report and
i nformation received during the neeting,

On notion by Conmm ssioner Galloway, seconded by Commi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, with Comr ssioners Canp and Shaw
voting "no," it was ordered that the appeal by Paul J. MIller and Karen Schlichting on behalf of nine additional Thomas Creek

Est ates property owners be denied and the reconmendati on of the Washoe County Pl anni ng Commi ssion be upheld, and Special Use
Permt Case No. SPW-15-98 for Excellence in Education (Sage Ri dge School) be approved subject to the follow ng conditions:

GENERAL CONDI TI ONS

1. The applicant shall denpnstrate substantial conformance to the plans approved as part of this special use permt. The
Department of Community Devel opment shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition



2. A copy of the Final Order stating conditional approval of this special use permt shall be attached to all applications for
admi nistrative permts issued by Washoe County.

3. The devel oper shall conply with the mtigation and data recovery plan approved by the State Historic Preservation Ofice of the
Department of Miuseuns, Library and Arts. Following that review, the State Historic Preservation Ofice shall submt a letter to
the Departnent of Conmunity Devel opnent that indicates the survey was acceptabl e.

4. A note shall be placed on all grading plans and construction draw ngs stating:
NOTE

Shoul d any prehistoric or historic remains/artifacts be discovered during site devel opnent, work shall tenporarily be halted at
the specific site and the State Historic Preservation Ofice of the Departnment of Miuseuns, Library and Arts, shall be notified to
record and photograph the site. The period of tenporary delay shall be limted to a naxi nrumof two (2) working days fromthe date
of notification.

5. Prior to acceptance of public inprovements and rel ease of any financial assurances, the devel oper shall furnish to the Uility
Di vi si on and/ or Engineering Division a conplete set of reproducible "as built' construction drawi ngs prepared by a civil engineer
registered in the State of Nevada.

6. The devel oper shall be required to participate in any applicable General |nprovenent District or Special Assessnent District
formed by Washoe County. The applicable division of the Departnent of Public Wrks shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance
with this condition.

7. All new utilities shall be placed underground. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this
condi tion.

8. A conplete set of construction inprovenent draw ngs, including an on site grading plan, shall be subnitted when applying for a
bui | di ng/ gradi ng permit. Grading shall conply with best managenent practices and shall include detailed plans for grading,

dr ai nage, erosion control, slope stabilization, and nosquito abatenent. Placenent or disposal of any excavated materials shall be
i ndi cated on the grading plan. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition

9. For construction areas |larger than 5 acres, the devel oper shall obtain a Stormvater Di scharge Permit for Construction fromthe
Nevada Di vi sion of Environmental Protection (NDEP) and subnmit a copy to the County Engineer prior to issuance of a grading or
buil ding permt.

10. A grading bond of $750/acre of disturbed area shall be provided to the County Engi neer prior to any grading.

11. Construction near fault lines shall be as foll ows:
a. Buildings for human occupancy shall be set back fromthe centerline of fault traces. Setback distances shall be
deternmi ned by a geotechnical investigation prepared by a Nevada Regi stered Civil Engi neer experienced in geotechnica
engi neering. The mini mum setback shall be 50 feet on each side of the fault |ine.
b. Roadway construction in fault zones and along fault traces shall be reviewed by a Nevada Regi stered Civil Engi neer
experienced in geotechnical engineering. Any reconmended special construction requirenents (e.g., flexible joint
connections for utilities) shall be conplied with. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance

with this condition.

STREETS AND TRAFFI C



12. Prior to ground-disturbing activity, a proposed Construction Traffic Haul Route Plan shall be submtted to the County Engi neer
for review and approval. That plan shall specify the use of Crossbow Court and ArrowCreek Parkway. Construction traffic on
Rockhaven Drive and Welcome Way will be linmted to that required for the construction of the enmergency access road and sanitary
sewer. Any existing or proposed roads that will be used as construction haul routes and are not designated truck routes must be
eval uated by a geotechnical study to determine the existing structural section and its |oad supporting capacity. |If the pavenent
section is inadequate to support the proposed construction |oading, the roadway nust be redesi gned or reconstructed as needed to
provi de a 20-year design life in accordance with the AASHTO Interim Gui de for Flexible Pavenents.

13. The applicant shall subnmit a detailed geotechnical analysis and report for pavenent design recomrendations to the County

Engi neer for review and approval. The report shall be based on the estimated traffic |oadings for a 20-year design |ife and shal

i ncl ude assunptions concerning the distribution of trucks and buses, to include project construction truck traffic. The resultant
pavenment thickness' in the geotechnical analysis nmust be used if the report indicates a structural section that is stronger than
the mnimumis required. The m ni mum pavenent structural section shall be 5 inches of asphalt over 8 inches of aggregate base for
m nor arterials, 4 inches of asphalt over 6 inches of granular base for roadways (private and public) for collector streets, and 3
i nches of asphalt over 6 inches of granular base for roadways for |ocal streets.

14. Al street construction shall conply, at a mninum with the requirenents for a subdivision within this project. The County
Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition.

15. Al paving and driveway inprovenents necessary to serve the project shall be designed and constructed to County standards and
speci fications. Two-way driveway approaches shall have a 36 foot mnimumw dth at the property line. The County Engi neer shall be
responsi bl e for deternmi ning conpliance with this condition.

16. A turnaround easenent at the north end of the main parking ot with no obstructions (i.e., curb, nedian, plantings, etc.)
shall be constructed and granted. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition

17. Prior to the issuance of the first building permt, the energency access road easenent shall be constructed to the project
site to enmergency standards and granted to Washoe County. The County Engi neer and Nevada Division of Forestry shall be responsible
for determning conpliance with this condition.

18. A driveway approach shall be provided for the service/fire road. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for deternining
conpliance with this condition.

19. Al regulatory traffic signs shall neet Washoe County standards and the Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices. The County
Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition.

20. School zone signs and flashers shall be installed. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determnining conpliance with
this condition.

21. Access and parking shall be provided for the north baseball field. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determning
conpliance with this condition.

22. The project will be subject to the Regional Road Inpact Fee (RRIF) for a high school. The County Engi neer shall be responsible
for determning conpliance with this condition.

GRADI NG AND DRAI NAGE

23. A detailed hydrol ogy/ hydraulic report prepared by a registered engi neer shall be subnmitted to the County Engi neer for review
and approval. The report shall include the |ocations, points of entry and discharge, flowrates and flood limts of all 10 and 100
year stormflows inpacting both the site and off site area sand the methods for handling those flows. The report shall be in
substantial conpliance with the general concept-level stormdrain naster plan and contain all final stormdrain pipe, ditch and



detention pond sizing calculations and mtigation nmeasures for any inpacts on existing on-site and off-site properties and
facilities. Al drainage inprovenents shall be designed and constructed as approved by the District Health Departnment and the
County Engi neer. The catch basin locations, rock |ined ditches, berns to contain 100-year flows and detention basin shall be
approved by the County Engi neer.

24. Any increase in stormwater runoff resulting fromthe devel opnment and based upon the 10-year storm shall be detained on site.
A detention pond approved by the County Engineer will be required for silt control. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for
deternmining conpliance with this condition.

25. The FEMA 100-year flood plain and shaded X boundaries with associated flood el evati ons shall appear on the site plan. The
County Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition.

26. Standard reinforced concrete headwal | s or other approved alternatives shall be placed on the inlet and outlet of all drainage
structures and rip-rap shall be used to prevent erosion at the inlets and outlets of all pipe culverts. The District Health
Department and the County Engi neer shall be responsible for deternmi ning conpliance with this condition.

27. The devel oper shall provide pretreatnment for petrochenicals, nutrients and other chemicals used for |andscaping, and silt for
all stormdrainage fromthe site. Systematic cleaning of the streets, parking lots, and catch basins, and control of salt and
sanding activities shall be delineated in the maintenance plan. The County Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning
conpliance with this condition.

28. All storm drai nage (proposed and from existing school) shall be discharged in Thomas Creek with appropriate easenents and , if
applicable, NDEP and Army Corps of Engineers permits. No stormdrainage will be allowed to flow east of the property. The County
Engi neer shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition.

29. Prior to the approval of a grading permit, a detailed dust control plan shall be prepared and subnmtted to Air Quality
Managenment of the District Health Departnent and to the Departnment of Comrunity Devel opment. The dust control plan shall address,
at a mininum "phased gradi ng" and stabilization nethods that include the revegetation, application of palliatives or other
Di strict approved nmethods prior to any gradi ng of new phases, as well as effective street cleaning for any nud or soil tracking to
exi sting paved surfaces, and dust controls on any screening nethods or storage piles |located on the site.
30. The devel oper shall submit to the District Health Departnent a letter approving the proposed nethods of erosion control and
soil stabilization fromthe Washoe-Storey Conservation District that approves of the nmanner in which the following itens have been
addr essed:

a. Clear delineation of the proposed limts of grading.

b. Stabilization of construction entrances and equi pnment parking areas with gravel prior to grading.

c. Installation of principal basins and sedi nent barriers before grading occurs.

d. Stabilization of existing streanbanks at culvert or drainage swale outfalls and installation of drainage systens as
early as possible.

e. Before construction begins, installation of silt control devices at all stormdrain inlets receiving runoff fromthe
site and mmi ntenance during construction

f. Preparation of a cleaning schedule for detention basins and all other tenporary and permanent sedi nment contro
devi ces.

g. The owner is responsible for erosion and sedinment control during grading activities.



h. Al grading and | andscapi ng adj acent to Thomas Creek shall conformto the buffer requirenments established by
100. 200(e) of the Uniform Building Code Section 7011 amended.

i. Upon conpletion of the work, the owner is responsible for renoval of the tenporary erosion control neasures.
WATER AND WASTEWATER
31. Water rights in accordance with the Sout hwest Truckee Meadows Area Plan shall be dedicated to Washoe County. Water right
determination will be based on a fixture unit count in accordance with the current adopted Uniform Pl unmbi ng Code and upon an
irrigation demand. The water right must in good standing with the State Division of Water Resources and shall reflect the point of

di version, place of use, and manner of use satisfactory to the Uility Services Division

32. The irrigation and | andscape plans shall be subnitted to the Uility Services Division for review and approval. An irrigation
demand cal cul ati on prepared by a | andscape architect nust be included.

33. No Certificate of Occupancy shall be issued until the water and sewer facilities have been conpleted and accepted for
operation and mai ntenance by the Utility Services Division.

34. The applicant shall deposit with the Utility Services Division, $50.00 per equivalent residential unit for the devel oper's
prorated share of the ongoing water and Water Resources wastewater facilities plan for the South Truckee Meadows. Fees for a
comerci al devel opnent will be determ ned upon fixture unit count.

35. Al applicable fees in accordance with Washoe County ordi nances nust be paid prior to the issuance of a building pernit. The
Uility Services Division shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition

36. All potable water and sewer facilities shall be designed, constructed, and inspected to the satisfaction of the Utility
Services Division. If infrastructure such as:

a. wells, punmp structures, controls, telenetry and appurtenances, storage tank, and transm ssion |ine,

b. any punp stations and interceptors, is necessary to supply water and sewer service to the project, the developer will be
responsi ble to fund the design and constructi on. However, actual design will be the responsibility of the Uility Services
Division. Prior to initiation of design the devel oper shall pay the estimted design costs to Washoe County. The Utility Services
Di vision may either, provide such design in-house, or select an outside consultant. When an outside consultant is to be selected,
the Utility Services Division and the devel oper shall jointly select that consultant.

37. The sanitary sewer collection systemand water systemfacilities nust be offered for dedication to Washoe County. The Uility
Di vi sion shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition

38. A sanitary sewer report shall be prepared by the applicant's registered engi neer whi ch addresses:
a. the estimated sewage flows generated by this project,
b. projected sewage flows frompotential or existing developnment within tributary areas,
c. the inpact on capacity of existing infrastructure.
d. proposed collection line sizes, alignment, and mexi mum vel ociti es.

39. Easenents for all public water and sewer utilities shall be offered for dedication to Washoe County and nust be approved by
the Utility Services Division prior the approval of the building permt.



40. Grease interceptor calcul ations nmust be provided to the Utility Services Division for approval prior the issuance of a
buil ding permt.

41. The devel oper shall construct or provide the financial assurances for the construction of the water and sewer system
facilities. The financial assurances nust be in a formand anount that is satisfactory to the Utility Division.

42. Any wells on the property not in use for production or nonitoring purposes, shall be properly abandoned in accordance with
State Regul ati ons governing Water Wells and Related Drilling. The Utility Services Division shall be responsible for deternining
conpliance with this condition.

FI RE PROTECTI ON

43. The plans submitted with a building pernit application shall show evidence of conpliance with the recomendati ons of the
Nevada Division of Forestry. Those concerns are fire flows, fire hydrant nunber and |ocation, access, sequential phasing of
firebreaks during devel opment, permanent firebreaks, mninmum defensible space, use of fire resistant construction and/ or roof
mat eri al, sprinklering of structures, and spark arrestors in chimeys. Access and fire flows shall be addressed prior to the
i ntroduction of any conbustible materials to the site. The Nevada Division of Forestry shall be responsible for deternining
conpliance with this condition.

44. The devel oper shall mnimze grading to the maxi mum extent possible in the area around the critical nule deer habitat in order
to preserve the existing browse shrubs. The Departnment of Conmunity Devel opnent, in conjunction with the Nevada Division of
Forestry, shall be responsible for deternmi ning conpliance with this condition

LANDSCAPI NG

45. Detailed |l andscaping and irrigation plans for the school shall be submtted for review and approval by the Design Review
Committee prior to the issuance of a building pernmit for each phase. The first submttal shall include the architectural and
| andscape i nprovenents for the existing structure. The applicant shall be responsible for notifying the homeowners who have
requested notification. The Departnent of Conmunity Devel opnent shall be responsible for determning conpliance with this
condi tion.

46. The Design Review Conmittee shall review and approve the follow ng features:

a. Berms shall be installed along the east side of the baseball field and track/soccer fields. The bernms will be high
enough to buffer noise but not so high as to obstruct the views of neighboring residents.

b. The bernms around the track/soccer field shall be designhed to incorporate seating.

c. Rather than a wall or fence with a height of six feet as required by Article 412, Landscaping, the applicant shal
install a three-rail, split-rail fence with a height of four feet and with periodic matching gates al ong the east
property line of the site.

d. In order to screen headlights fromhomes to the north and east, evergreen trees and shrubs will be planted at the
north end of the turnaround and at the north end of the service road before it turns west. The service/fire road shal
be one-way counter-cl ockw se.

e. The maxi num pol e height for parking lot lighting is 16 feet and the poles will be a dark, earthtone color. The
parking | ot perinmeter lights will produce a sharp backside cutoff and eliminate stray |ight.
f. The pedestrian lights around the buildings will be linited to twelve feet in height and/or lowlevel lights no taller

than three feet in height.



g. Al lighting submitted for approval will identify the lunminosity used in each zone and shall be the mininumto
perform effectively.

47. A buffer from Thomas Creek shall be provided. The setback of the buffer shall conply with 100.200(e) of the Uniform Buil ding
Code Section 7011 anended. The Departnment of Community Devel opnent shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this
condi tion.

48. There shall be no fencing along the top of the ravine for Thomas Creek. The Parks and Recreation Departnent and Departnent of
Community Devel opment shall be responsible for determning conpliance with this condition

OTHER

49. The school shall be operated with a "closed canpus” and enroll nment shall not exceed 600 students. The Departnment of Community
Devel opnent shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition.

50. No structure shall exceed a height of 40 feet. The Department of Community Devel opnment shall be responsible for determning
conpliance with this condition.

51. No construction activity will occur before 7:00 AMor after 7:00 PM There will be no construction on Sundays or holidays.

52. The school shall not use a bell system A reasonable non-disruptive public address systemw || be allowed. The Departnent of
Community Devel opment shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition

53. Upon verifiable unresolved conplaint from surrounding property owner(s) of excessive noise, Washoe County may secure the
services of a qualified noise consultant. The applicant shall be responsible for reinbursing the county for all costs incurred in
the conpletion of two 24-hour monitorings of the operation to assure conpliance with noise standards. If inprovenents or changes
in operation are needed to assure conpliance, the applicant shall inplenment the necessary neasures. The Washoe County Depart nent
of Conmunity Devel opnent shall be responsible for deternmi ning conpliance with this condition

54. Sports field lighting is prohibited. An unlighted scoreboard with dinensions of 4 feet in height by 9 feet in |length nmay be
used. The Department of Conmunity Devel opnent shall be responsible for determ ning conpliance with this condition

55. Col or corrected, high-pressure sodiumlight will be used. Security lights will be on notion detector sensors. Lights will be
turned off when the | ast occupant |eaves a building. The applicant will certify that the submitted plans conformto this condition
and ensure that the lights are installed per plans. The Departnment of Conmunity Devel opnent shall be responsible for detern ning
conpliance with this condition.

56. The applicant(s) and/or property owner(s) shall provide a list, verified by a qualified acoustical consultant, of construction
nmethods to be utilized to (1) attenuate single event noise |levels as needed to ensure adequate speech intelligibility, and (2)

achi eve an average hourly interior noise |level (Leq) of 45 dBA in noise sensitive roons during any hour when the facility is in
use. The list shall be attached to all building permts subnitted to Washoe County.
